U.S. Reports 
Big Surplus in 
March Trade 


WASHINGTON. April 25 OHT). 
— The United States recorded a 
record balance-o f-trade surplus 
of $L38 billion in March due to 
a major decrease tn the volume 
of oil imports, the Commerce 
Department reported today. 

The March showing, coupled 
with a S9 17-miUion surplus in 
February, more than . compen- 
sated for a 8200-mil linn deficit 
in January, giving the nation, a. 
823-1x11110^ Airp lu£ for toe first 
quarter. ' 

Oil imports fell S57I~ million, 
since February <md almost S3 
bUlian below January levels, 
amounting to a 56-per-cent de- 
cline between ‘January 

Mairh 

The level of oil imparts was 
lower than at any period during 
the five-month Arab oil embargo 
in 1973 and 1974. The drop was 
attributed to the recession, to a 
surge in imports in January to 
avoid a gl-a-barrel tariff in- 
crease which toot effect Feb. 1 
and to toe mild winter, which 
left large quantities of heating 
oil stocked in storage facilities 
around the nation. - 

Exports, Imports Down 

According to government fig- 
ures. US. exports slipped eight- 
tenths of 1 per cent in March 
but this was more to^n counter- 
balanced by a 63-per-cent de- 
crease hi imports. 

Exports of motor vehicles did 
Incr ease cut did foreign purchases 
of fertilizer.- tobacco .-and - com- 
puters.- The United States is the 
major and in some cases virtually 
the only exporter of these. prod- 
ucts and. since the major buyers 
for many of these goods . are gov- 
ernments, toe world recession has 
affected them less than It has 
Influenced imports to toe United 
States, which are mostly con- 
sumer products. 

Total energy imports • in 
January amounted to 285 mimp n 
barrels. The rate dropped to 156 
minion barrels in February and 
119 million, barrels in March, 
which was lower than at any 
period during the Arab oil em- 
bargo. . . 

Record in 2 Ways 

A Commerce Department 
spokesman said that the $L38- 
billion surplus for all trade in 
March was the highest on record. 

The department changed its 
means of evaluating the balance 
of trade this year. However, 
under the old evaluation dating 
back to the turn of the century, 
the surplus far March -was also 
a record. 

Thk March surplus pushed toe 
surplus for the quarter on a 

balance- of-payments basis— an- 
other evaluation — to $1-3 billion, 
compared with a SI 3-billion 
deficit in the fourth quarter of 
last year. 

The balance-of-payments sur- 
plus was the first since the final 
three months of 1973, the last 
period before sharply higher oil 
prices began weakening toe DA 
tirade situation. 

The balance-of-payments figv 
ures exclude the sale of military 
materiel, since they often are 
financed by US. grants- In-aid. 

Acting Commerce Secretary 
John Tabor called the March 
trade report' “encouraging" but 
warned that “we should not con- 
clude that these trade surpluses 
will continue Indefinitely. As the 
current large oil stocks- are con- 
sumed. ofl imparts will start ris- 
ing again asd this win undoubt- 
edly put our trade balance back 
into deficit."

House Passage Seen Certain 

Senate Votes $ 327 Million, 
Some GI Cover for Refugees

WASHINGTON. April 25 OHTi. 
—The. Senate approved today 
compromise legislation providing 
S327 million for h nirn^n^^ j -l^n 
aid to South Vietnam and 
authorizing strictly limited use 
of UB. troops to help withdraw 
Americans and endangered Viet- 
namese from Saigon. 

Only hours earlier, a House- 
Senate conference had approved 
the measure, which autlmrizes 
$150 million -in new funds for 
humanitarian aid and SI77 mil- 
lion. in money previously author- ' 
ized but. not yet appropriated, as 
a contingency fund for evacua- 
tion. The Senate voted. 46 to 17, 
to approve the bill and send it 
to toe House. 

Besides authorizing the funds, 
the measure limits American 
troops' use in the evacuation of 
South Vietnamese to actions 
Incidental to toe withdrawal of 
Americans, to areas where Amer- 
icans are endangered and to 
deployment only so long as 
Americans are being evacuated. 
It also calls on President Ford 
to evacuate the remaining Amer- 
icans as soon as possible. 

The House was not in session 
today but its leaders predicted 


overwhelming approval, probably 
on Monday. 

However, the funds in the com- 
promise measure will still not bo 
available, since this lejrir.l alien is 
only au authorisation bill which 
would allow the money to be 
spent, and a separate appropria- 
tions bill must bp voted to provide 
tile funds. 

In the Senate today, several 
members objected that the evac- 
uation of Americans is proceeding 
too slowly.

— The United States today signed 
a $15-miHion loan agreement with 
the wc htnpfaw gnr p m mpnf bring- 
ing toe total package of’ Amer- 
ican economic assistance for toe 
current fiscal year to $31 million. 
The agreement signals Wash- 
ington's continuing support for 
this strategically located country 
now in toe middle of a “Socialist 
revolution.” 

The signing of the loan, which 
provides cash for toe Agricultural 
Ministry, was delayed for months 
because of Ethiopian objections 
to some of the terms of toe 
agreement dictated by the US. 
Congress which the Ethiopians 
saw as interference tn their In- 
ternal affairs. After a mutually 
acceptable formula was found In- 
dicating Ethiopia's intention to 
increase its budgetary outlay for 
agricultural development, agree- 
ment was reached. 

There has been considerable 
questioning by Ethiopian officials 
about UjB. policy toward this 
country after the military’s over- 
throw of Eknperor Haile Selassie 
last September, and the adoption 
of a militant Socialist program. 


The United States, on the other 
hand, has had a large Ethiopian 
arms request officially “under 
review” for well over a year with- 
out coming to a decision, and has 
been concerned about becoming 
involved indirectly through its 
Military Assistance Program in 
the Eritrea civil war. 

But with today's signing of the 
agricultural loan, toe level of 
American economic assistance to 
Ethiopia remains at about the 
same level it was before the 
emperor's ousting and would 
seem to indicate a continuing ma- 
jor American interest and in- 
volvement here. 

By contrast, neither the East- 
ern European Socialist countries 
—with the possible exception of 
Yugoslavia— nor Chinn has given 
major loans or assistance to the 
new Socialist Ethiopian govern- 
ment. The Chinese have, how- 
ever. made available hundreds of 
copies of Chairman Mho Tse- 
tang's selected writings and his 
famous “Red Book.” They are 
selling quickly an the streets of 
Addis Ababa and at a new 
Socialist book shop that recently 
opened in the city’s center. 

Last week, the new US. am- 
bassador to Ethiopia. Arthur 
Hummel, also signed the second 


part of a ETA million drought* 
rehabilitation agreement, and the 
first shipments of $7 million 
worth of American-supplied 
emergency ammunition arrived 
here by airplane. 

Part of toe American space 
and radio-communications facility 
in the Eritrean provincial capital 
of Asmara was closed down last 
month, and the number of mili- 
tary and civilian personnel sta- 
tioned there has been reduced 
from 110 to about 30. But the 
UB. naval communications relay 
there is still operating and is 
expected to remain open until 
1978, the end of the original 25- 
year agreement.

No 
dramatic change toward Israel 
has been indicated- 
interviews with officials dis- 
closed that the study has produced 
a tentative consensus to recon- 
vene the Geneva conference in 
late June or early July unless 
Egypt and Israel, against all odds, 
come to a quick second-stage 
Sinai agreement.

Egypt Planning to Curb Rise 
In Population to Aid Economy 


CAIRO, April 25 (Reuters).— 
Egypt's newly formed govern- 
ment under Premier Mamdouh 
Salem is gearing Itself to tackle 
a population problem that threat- 
ens to bring the country’s eco- 
nomic development to a standstill. 

Egyptian economists have cal- 
culated that about two-thirds of 
Egyptian investment in the econ- 
omy over recent years went into 
merely maintaining the standard 
of living in face of the popula- 
tion increase. The creation of 
jobs for youngsters entering the 
labor market is a constant bur- 
den on the economy. 

Far years, the answer has been 
the overstaffing of industry and 
government organisations in. a 
kind of social security, system 
that has become known as “the 
Egyptian disease.” 

This system has a demoraliz- 
ing effect on eager, educated 
young Egyptians, reduced to Sit- 
ting behind empty desks. Many 
of the more ambitious and ener- 
getic youths emigrate. 

A recent conference here oh 
population and family planning 
presented a id-year national plan 
tbat aims fet reducing' the birth, 
rate from about 34 to 24 per 
1,000 by 1982. 

If successful, this would give 
Egypt a population of 41 zufilion 
by then. It is now 36 million. 

The Supreme Council for Pop- 
ulation and Family Planning is 
implem en ting the 10-year-plan.

. Tough to Take 

Moreover, because of Preah 
Vihear*s physical features, it 
would be hard for the Khmer 
Rouge to occupy even if there 
were no troops opposing them. 
Preah Vihear site atop a high hill 
that juts out across the Thai 


border into Cambodia. The oily 
way Khmer Rouge forces can. 
reach the position is by going 
through Thai territory or by 
climbing straight up a 1,500-foot 
rock wall that separates Preah 
' Vihear from the Cambodian plain 
below. 

Not surprisingly, tbe Khmer. 
Rouge have not yet tried either 
course. Except for one, night this 
week, when the Khmer Rouge 
fired seven mortar rounds at 
Preah Vihear. they have left it 
alone. Apparently preoccupied 
with the task of consolidating 
their victory, they . seem in no 
hurry to take over the position.

WASHINGTON, April 25 tWP). 
— A four-year effort to map US. 
areas that have the highest can- 
cer. rates suggests a strong link 
between same types of cancers 
and certain kinds of industrial 
pollution, federal researchers say. 

Among findings of the study — 
the first to be done on a county- 
by-county basis in the United 
States — are indications of high 
bladder cancer levels around areas 
of heavy auto production, indica- 
tions of heavy bladder, lung and 
liver cancer levels around con- 
centrations of c hemi cal Industries, 
and high lung cancer rates near 
copper and lead smelters, the re- 
searchers, from the National Can- 
cer Institute, said. 

"What we have here,” Dr. 
Joseph Fraumeni, a member of 
the research team, said, "is a 
whole new series of clues to the 
origins of cancer. The next step 
will have to be specific studies 
done in the field at these areas 

of concentration." 

Separate Mapping 

Maps scheduled to be publish- 
ed next month cover 34 types of 
cancers found in white males and 
females throughout the United 
States. 

The researchers said they are 
working an a separate study of 
cancer concentrations among 
blacks. Because blacks are distrib- 
uted more sparsely than whites 
around much of the United States 
and may show some different 
types of cancer clusters. Dr. Frau- 
meni said, the team will have to 
use a different mapping system. 

Material for the maps was 
gathered from death certificates 
issued between 1950 and 1969 for 
cancer victims in 3.056 counties 
or clusters of counties covering 
the continental United States, the 
researchers said. 

- Speaking at a meeting of em- 
ployees of the National Institutes 
of Health in Bethesda. Md„ this 
week. Dr. Robert Hoover, one of 
the researchers, said: "We found 
64 counties with significantly high 
bladder cancer levels. They ap- 
peared to be clustered around 
areas where automobiles were or 
are made, and where two types 
of heavy machinery are manu- 
factured." 

Chemical Plant Areas 

He said the researchers had 
found high bladder cancer rates 
in areas in the Northeast with 
heavy concentrations of chemical 


plants. Salem County, in New 
Jersey, where 35 per cent of the 
males work in chemical plants, 
had the highest Incidence of blad- 
der cancer in che country. Dr. 
Hoover said. 

A study, prepared by Dr. Frau- 
meni and Dr. Hoover showed that 
there were excess rates of blad- 
der, lung, liver and other types 
of cancer in 139 counties where 
the chemical Industry is most 
highly concentrated. 

The researchers said the; could 
not explain the high rates by 
factors such as urbanization, 
social and economic class or 
employment in non-chemical in- 
dustries. 

Dr. William Blot said the 


researchers felt that high lung 
cancer rates around copper and 
lead smelters were due to arsenic 
emitted during the ore-refining 
process. 

Dr. Blot said levels of arsenic, 
a known cancer-causing agent, 
were high in men. women and 
children living around the 
smelters. “Our tentative con- 
clusion." he said, 'is there is a 
community-wide risk from ar- 
senic emissions from these 
smelters.” 

Other Factors Noted 

The researchers said they 
found that some cancers ap- 
parently were caused by factors 
other than pollution. Stomach 
cancer, they said, occurred most 


heavily among people of Scan- 
dinavian and German descent 
hying in the Midwest. 

Other cancers, including that 
of the large intestine, may be 
due to eating habits and diet, 
the researchers suggested, since 
they occur with relatively equal 
frequency among males and fe- 
males. 

They said that melanoma, a 
skin cancer, shows up most often 
in Southern states, where sun- 
light. believed to be a factor in 
the disease, is strongest. 

Cervical cancer, the research 
team said, is found most often 
in the Northeast and Appalachia 
and may be linked to groups at 
the low end of the social order.

CHICAGO, April 25 (API . — 
Married people in the United 
States are happier than singles 
despite reports to the contrary, 
according to a University of 
Michigan psychologist. 

"We find that married Ameri- 
cans are far happier and more 
satisfied with their lives than 
singles are, in spite of national 
mumblings and grumblings about 
the tired institution of matrimo- 
ny,” Angus Campbell wrote in 
the May Issue of Psychology 
Today. 

He and two colleagues. Phillip 
Converse and William Rodgers, 
recently surveyed 2,164 adults 
across the country, asking what 
they think abort the quality of 
their lives and how their opin- 
ions have changed over the 
years. 

“Fewer than 19 per cent [of 
married! described their lives in 
sour terms — boring, miserable, 
lonely, empty, useless— and far 
more than half think their lives 
are worthwhile, full, hopeful. In- 
teresting, and other happy posi- 
tives.” Mr. Campbell reported. 

"They admit to some stress— 
about one-fourth feel rushej all 
the time and often worry about 
bills— but overall they are stub- 
bornly cheerful. 

“All of the married groups— 
men women, over 30 and 
under, with children and with- 
out-reported higher feelings of 
satisfaction and general good 
feelings about their lives than 
all of the unmarried groups— 
the single, divorced, or widowed.” 
Of the single groups, women 
of all ages were found to be 
happier and more satisfied than 
men, Mr. Campbell said. 

"There are more carefree 
spinsters »nd anxious bachelors," 
he reported. 

Among single women, those 
over 30 have fewer negative feel- 
ings and stress than those under 
30, the survey found. Mr. 
Campbell said this may mean 
that the longer a woman remains 
single the more she likes it, or 
at least adjusts to it. 

The survey of married groups 
indicated that young married 
women are happier than young 
married men. 

“It appears that marriage is 
still considered a woman’s great- 
est achievement," Mr. Campbell

Millions of Dollars Taken at Bank in London 


LONDON. April 25 iAP'i.— Six 
hooded gunmen may have gotten 
awRy -with millions of dollars in 
cash, jewelry, bonds and other 
valuables In a robbery of the 
Bank of America branch in 
London's Mayfair district, detec- 
tives said today. 

However, the bank’s accounts 
officer. 26-year-old Mike Fernan- 
dez. said the gang missed "the 
big baby“ — more than S2.4 mil- 
lion in travelers checks— in the 
holdup last night. 

The gunmen are known to have 
made off with £720.000 hi cash. 
But police said the total ‘'ob- 
viously runs into millions” be- 
cause the raiders also rifled 
safety deposit boxes belonging to 
clients. 

"We may never know the full 
amount of what was in the rifled 
boxes." a detective said. “Many 
people for various reasons will 
not own up to what's m these 


boxes. But the holdup certainly 

looks like Britain's biggest." 

Police sources said it could top 
the estimated S7.2 million stolen 
in an elaborate raid on another 
London bank in September. 197L 

One depositor. American busi- 
nessman John Fugliese, said he 
had "gold coins worth six fig- 
ures” in his box. “I dont know 
exactly how much, but It's a lot 
of bananas." he told newsmen. 

Another client was s sobbing 
woman still wearing her night- 
dress. 

“All my jewelerys in there." 
she said. ■‘Practically everything 
I've got is in that bank." 

The robbers, all carrying au- 
tomatic pistols, broke into the 
bank near the U.5. Embassy 
through the back door. They 
bound and gagged employees, 
then drilled their way taro the 
locked vault with power tools. 
Scotland Yard reported. 


First European Conference 
On A-Energy Ends in Paris 


PARIS, April 25 fIHT.>.— The 
first European nuclear energy 
conference ended today following 
a week of meetings interrupted 
on two occasions by environmen- 
talists hostile to the proliferation 
of atomic energy plants. 

The meeting was organized by 
France as part of a campaign 
to prepare public opinion for the 
installation of new nuclear energy 
plants. Eight- new plants will go 
into operation in France by 1980, 
sharply reducing French depen- 
dence on Imported OIL 

More than 3.000 delegates from 
47 countries participated in this 
week's conference at which the 
latest techniques In nuclear ener- 
gy development were discussed. 

Vest German Population 

WIESBADEN. West Germany. 
April 25 iAPj. — T he West Ger- 
man population total dropped by 
02 per cent last year to 61.991,000. 
the federal statistics office has 
announced. The office said 
that the number of deaths 
during 1974 outstripped births by 
101.000. while emigration totalled 
9.000 more than immigration. 


Some of the principal themes 
were new offshore siting possibili- 
ties for plants: security measures 
and measures for assuring nuclear 
waste disposal: the new South 
African ’method of uranium en- 
richment. and the potential of 
new breeder reactors which, 
through recycling of their own 
plutonium wastes, use much less 
enriched uranium.

Alexander Meslikov of the So- 
viet Union predicted that, by the 
year 2000, nuclear power would 
provide half of the world's total 
energy needs. 

On Monday, opening day. and 
again yesterday, the congress was 
interrupted by members of the 
Friends of the Earth, an environ- 
mentalist group. A two-hour de- 
bate between the scientists and 
Friends of the Earth took place 
yesterday, mostly on problems of 
waste disposal, plant siting and 
radiation dangers.

12 Die in Mexico Raid 

MEXICO CITY. April 25 *AP). 
— Bandits firing submachine g uns 
robbed a bank and an adjacent 
supermarket today, killing 12 per- 
sons, authorities said. At least 
four others were wounded. 

The dead included eight police- 
men. a bank guard and three 
persons caught up in the wild 
gunfire at a branch of the Banco 
de Comercio and the Conasupo 
supermarket In the southern part 
of the city, authorities said. At 
least one bandit was wounded. 
Officials said at least $12,000 was 
taken in the hold-ups. 

The robbers used the same tac- 
tics as a team of 15 bandits 
identifying themselves as mem- 
bers of the Communist 23rd of 
September League who raided 
two banks across the street from 
each other Dec. 10 and killed 
six policemen. The Communist 
league Is an urban guerrilla group 
which has claimed credit for 
other robberies, bombings and 
kidnappings. 

Bank officials said there were 
at least eight bandits in today’s 
hold-up, including a woman, who 
entered the bank at 9:05 a_m_ 
when there were 10 to 20 cus- 
tomers inside. Apparently none 
of the customers was hit. Most 
of the fatalities occurred outside 
the bank as the bandits fled, 
officials said.

P ARIS ( IHT) . — Johann TT^inrip.'h 
Fttssli (1741-1825) is one of 
the strangest figures in western 
art — a romantic, an expressionist, 
a painter whose sickly colors are 
almost always repulsive.

FOssli — or Henry Fuseli as he 
called himself in England — living 
in an age of reason, was acutely 
aware of the irrational, dark side 
of the Greek world and was 
drawn to it. Just as he was drawn 
to the violent and irrational as- 
pect of Shakespeare, Dante and 
Milton whose works he so abun- 
dantly illustrated. Terror, cruelty, 
despair, guilt and madness are 
bis main themes, and they are 
handled with a theatricality 
which, in the work of an artist 
less deeply involved with the emo- 
tions and obsessions he portrays, 
would descend to kitsch. But from 
the depths of his own contradic- 
tions. which make his work a 
fertile ground for psychoanalytic 
study, Fflssli drew the tormented 
conviction and energy, that in- 
vest almost all of his painting.

TIARIS (IHT)— Like many other 
types of Japanese art, the- 
atrical masks are difficult to date. 

The image itself counts more, 
in Japanese minds, -than its ar- 
tistic attributes or the period in 
which it was made. Expert Guy 
Portier says that even Japanese 
books dealing with the subject 
often fail to give dates. Few 
Western m useums have masks on 
permanent exhibit, - Still, they 
turn tip at auction every 30 years 
or so.

Music in Paris I Barenboim 
Conducts ‘His’ Orchestra

pARIS, April 25 (IHT).— Daniel 
- 1 - Barenboim, who officially be- 
comes musical director of the 
Orchestre de Paris next season, 
was on the podium last night at 
the Palais des Congrts for his 
first concert with the orchestra 
since being named. In a sense, 
it was an unofficial start for the 
new regime, and a highly encour- 
aging start at that. 

This eight -year- old ensemble 
continues to be a subject of con- 
troversy, and its problems are 

not exclusively musical. lake ah 
"prestige” orchestras— whether the 
prestige has been earned by the 
test of time or was a baptismal 
gift from the Ministry of Culture 
—it is a willful steed that has to 
be tamed anew each time out. 
Its career so far has been marked 
by the death of the revered 
Munch, the unsuccessful wooing 
of Karajan, and the not very 
happy marriage with Solti. It can 
play splendidly, when it wants to, 
but consistency has not been the 
orchestra's long anit. 

The healthiest thing about the 
arrival of Barenboim is that he 
is, so to speak, of the same gen- 
eration as the orchestra. His 
meteoric and polyvalent career of 
the last few years has established 
him as a pianist and as a con- 
ductor, and has earned him the 
respect of his seniors (Klemperer, 
Rubinstein, Piatigorsky' and his 
contemporaries. As a soloist, 
chamber-music player or con- 
ductor, his appetite is prodigious. 
He Is, It seems, a musician’s musi- 
cian. By word or mouth and the 
evidence of last night's concert, 
the orchestra likes him and gives 
its best lor him. 

Subtle Touch 

Brahma’s Second Symphony 
unfolded with rich sonority and 
unforced romantic ebb and flow. 
Barenboim Is an energetic and 
detailed conductor, but he also 
seems to be more willing than 
on previous appearances here to 
let the music have its head. His 
sharp attention to detail was 
pure gain in the ope nin g work, 
Bartok's spiky' and forbidding . 
First Piano Concerto; which had 
Jean-Bemard Pommier as the 


excellent soloist, bringing con- 
siderable subtlety of touch to his 
percussive part. 

If the Bartok seemed a bit 
subdued, that likely has to do 
with the somewhat d ea d enin g 
acoustics of the immense hall- 
all of whose almost 4,000 seats 
were occupied. This problem is 
still the subject of some tinker- 
ing by acoustics experts, and last 
night the orchestra's playing 
area ' was narrowed by wooden 
barricades on each side of the 
stage, which seemed to reinforce 
the strings to good effect in the 
Brahms. 

* * * 

The group of concerts- known 
as the Prin temps Musical de 
Paris has as its goal the juxta- 
posing of all aspects of 20th- 
century music. Monday's concert 
by the Ensemble 2 e 2 m did that, 
but it was some old friends from 
Les Six who carried off popular 
honors at the Th6&tre de la Ville. 
Darius Milhaud's “L Homme et 
Son Deeir," sympathetically con- 
ducted by Paul Mefano and with 
a fine vocal quartet, was rein- 
forced by an ad hoc choreogra- 
phy by Jacques GuedL Georges 
Auric was represented by two 
delightful miniatures, saucy and 
witty In the best 1920s manner. 
“Doubles Jeux,” for two pianos, 
was tossed off brilliantly by 
Jacqueline Mefano and Claude 
Lavolx. and .“Imagines HI,” for ■ 
clarinet and piano, by Jacques 
Nouredine and Jacqueline Me- 
fano. 

The most ambitious under- 
taking was . the second perfor- 
mance — 15 years' after the first 
by the Domaine Musical — of 
“Au-deJa du Hasard,” by Jean 
Barraque, who died two years 
ago at 45. This densely written 
work for four instrumental groups 
and three voices got a cool recep- 
tion from the audience, as did 
the world premiere of Milko 
Eelemen’s “Mtrabilia XT’ for 
piano and Instrumental ensemble, 
augmented by electro-acoustic 
interventions, which called for 
some " extraordinary exertions 
from the soloist, Antonio di 
Bonaventura.

British Report 
Minoan Finds 
In Peloponnesus 

ATHENS. April 25 .CUPD.— 
British archaeologists exploring 
a little-known region of the Pelo- 
ponnesus have uncovered farther 
evidence of close relations between 
Minoan Crete and southeast 
Greece in the late (Bronze Age. 

“Excavations at the Wanplairm 
and Ayios Stephanos in the area 
of Sparta have added consider- 
ably to our knowledge of prehis- 
toric Laconia." Robin Barber, 
assistant director of the British 
School of Archaeology, said. 

“Finds from both sites Indicate 
the inhabitants were in close con- 
tact with the Mlnoans about 1600 
BC,” he said, describing excava- 
tions. in Greece during 1974. 

At the 'Vfenpln.lnn . the trariitlnn- 
al ’ home of King Menelaus, Dr. 
Hector Catling found a complex 
series of buildings, including 
foundations of the central hall of 
a Mycenean palace. The excava- 
tion produced a Minoan figurine 
and a day model of a house 
decorated with painted, birds, 
which also may come from Crete, 
he said. 

At A vies Stephanos, a hilltop 
settlement to the same area, more 
than half of the early pottery 
showed strong Cretan influence 
and several Imported pieces also 
were found, be said.

much' to go on in making his 
estimates. The 44 masks sold 
Tuesday were In mint condition, 
an essential prerequisite for such 
objects to do well at a sale. 

Making’ the sale all the more 
difficult was the small market 
for such works. The mask-collect- 
ing fashion came in the late 19th 
century when Japanese art was 
being discovered by Westerners. 
Ah the great art collectors of the 
time — among them, Charles Gillot 
of Lyon, Henry Vever— owned 
splendid examples of Japanese 
lacquer and were fascinated by 
the masks. They bought them as 
aesthetic, literary curiosities— not 
on the basis of period or artist 
Often such masks were sold by 
non-sped&lized dealers. Portier 
said that his grandfather, Henri 
Portier, who Imported Japanese 
silk, was occasionally asked by 
Frenchmen who had picked up 
masks In Japan to try to find 
buyers for them. He thus sold 
Vever some of his first pieces. 

Three Collectors 

The vogue survived World 
War I, thanks to the impact 
made by Japan on Art DOco. 
But by the start of World 
War U, the fashion h ad passed. 
At present Portier says he' can- . 
think' of only three French col- 1 
lectors who are - interested in 
them. While he assumes that 
there are collectors elsewhere, he 
c ann ot name one. And the three 
Frenchmen, he says, axe not like 
the usual art collector, nor even 
like the collectors of Japanese 
art— they are of a literaiy turn 
of mind. 

The collection auctioned Tues- 
day was formed by a music pub- 
lisher and represents the tastes 
of Parisian literary and artistic 
circles between the two wars. 

There was little advance ad- 
vertising for the sale and the 
thin catalogue with Rmn.ii black 
and white reproductions was not 
impressive. As a result there 
were few foreign buyers. An ex- 
ception was Tamenne of Brus- 
sels, who bought, among others, 
the finest piece: a big Gigaku 
mask of carved wood with traces 
of polychromy remaining. The 
ornamental piece normally cov- 
ering the top of the mask was 
missing. At 4,408 francs it was 
not particularly expensive con- 
sidering the superb carving. The 
only other dealer from abroad 
was an unidentified man from 
Tokyo. 

Most of the buyers were French. 
Surprisingly, one of than was 
the Bib lloth £que Nation ale, 
France's national library, an in- 
stitution generally thought to 
have little money arid not known 
as a buyer of art objects. The 
Bibliotheqne National e never- 
theless got several lots, under the 
French law which authorizes na- 
tional institutions to preempt the 
highest bidder and- obtain the 
object at tbe last price offered.

out of tbe country and Fussli 
lost some of his illusions in the 
process. He went to London at 
tbe age of 33, soon gave up the- 
ology and. reading in Rousseau 
that art was the product of an 
inevitably corrupt civilization, he 
reached his own conclusion that 
art and morality had nothing in 
common. An unusual conception 
for that period. 

At tbe age of 29 he went to 
Rome where he picked up the 
element of his style in the works 
of Michelangelo, of Greek and 
Roman antiquity and of the man- 
nerists. The style which he 
elaborated then was to remain 
characteristic of his work for the 
rest of his life. 

His originality attracted young 
artists from all countries and 
when he returned to London 10 
years later, he was famous. 
Lavater, in Germany, had drawn 
the attention of Herder and 
Goethe to the young painter's 


work, and the writers of the 
Sturm und Drang movement came 
to consider him as their painter. 
He taught painting In England, 
counting William Blake among 
his pupils. "Damn good to steal 
from,” was his appraisal of this 
student. 

Probably his single most fa- 
mous work is the "Nightmare.” 
a version of which is on loan 
from the Detroit Institute of Art 
for this show tseen earlier in 
Hamburg and London!. It shows 
a young woman, her head and 
arms tlirown back in a sort of 
limp convulsion, a nasty looking, 
funny-unfunny incubus weighing 
on her chest, while a sardonic, 
threatening horses head with 
white, protruding, luminous eyes 
nudges aside the curtains and 
stares at her. Is this the dark 
side of Madame Reeamier 
(David's painting was done 20 
years later <? It strikes me that 
way, for no historical reason, but 
rather because David's exceed- 
ingly cool classicism must have 
a hidden face that, is not quite 
so cooL 

There is on anecdotal aspect 
to this painting which the cata- 
logue goes Into quite fully, ana- 
lyzing it in the context or one ot 
FusslI's bitterest disappointments 
in love. 

Fiissli's view of women— or If 
one prefers, the nature of Ins 
obsessions with regard to women 
—Is illustrated by a number of 
curious drawings of them with 
elaborate and excentric hairdos. 
Gert Schiff offers a plausible ex- 
planation of the meaning of this 
fetish In his preface to tbe cata- 
logue. 

Goethe once defined Fussli as 
“a mannerist of genius who 
parodies himself.” True enough, 
but that was one aspect of tbe 
man. For. thanks to his formal 
pretext, and his literary pretexts 
too, he was able to give substance 
to an irrational world which lay 
beyond the irrational tliat he 
lilmself was seeking. A skeptic 
who had no use for Blake's 
highly idiosyncratic mysticism, 
Fussli seems to hare faced the 
irrational as a manifestation or 
the human mind rather than as 
the interference In human lives 
of extra-human forces of dark- 
ness and light. In this task, he 
used his pretexts rather like 
Perseus used his mirrored shield 
when he bad to bring back the 
Medusa’s head.

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Israel After Vietnam 


Wth the Vietnamese war. In President 
Ford "a words, “finished — as tax as America 
is concerned” 'the President now seems 
almost as much ahead of events as he trailed 
behind them when asking congressional mil- 
itary aid. hut in a broad sense he is correct 
enough) Its impact on other commitments 
and wishes of the United States in foreign 
affairs remains to be appraised. A major 
element here is Israel, where the general 
uncertainty about the course of American 
policies was compounded by the “reassess- 
ment” ordered by Mr. Ford after the failure 
of Mr. Kissinger’s latest mission to the 
Middle East. 

It was always made clear from Washington 
that this reassessment did not reach to the 
fundamentals of American support for Israel, 
and this has been reaffirmed by the Secre- 
tary of Defense. James Schlesinger. in a 
meeting with the Israeli ambassador. Simrha 
Dinitz. “The security of Israel” continues to 
be an American objective. 

But how that security is to be maintained, 
and just what territorial form Israel is to 
hare In the future remain problems. In 
Moscow. Foreign Minister Andrei Gromyko 
offered Israel the “strictest guarantees” 
—with Soviet participation— of its existence 
as a sovereign state. But that state would 
have to give ap “all Arab lands.” and accept 
an agreement to “insure the legitimate rights 
of the Palestinians, up to the establishment 
of their own state.” 

While the emphatic terms in which. Mr. 
Gromyko set forth his country’s guarantee 
must he welcome to Israel, the limits on it 


are not. Israel has long Insisted that guar- 
antees are not enough, and that it must 
have more defensible frontiers than those 
which existed before 1967. And to have as 
a close neighbor a Palestinian state which, 
so far as its guerrilla spokesmen are con- 
cerned. would not recognise the legality of 
Israel Itself, would hardly seem to be offset 
by the guarantees of distant powers. 

Yet strategic boundaries are almost always 
Illusions; every Rhine has its Remagen 
bridge, and modern weapons fly over all 
natural or military obstacles. If the Arab 
states are to be regarded as the permanent 
enemies of Israel, not the Golan Heights, not 
the Sinai passes, not even the support of 
the United States, can bring peace to Israel. 
To extend a Thirty Years’ War into a Hun- 
dred Years* War offers no hope to anyone 
concerned. 

That includes; of course, the United States. 
After the 1967 fighting, Israel lost the back- 
ing of many of its former friends, even before 
the oil boycott crystallized so many attitudes. 
It fought the Yom Kippur war in virtual 
Isolation, except — very importantly — the 
material and diplomatic aid of the United 
States. Despite this, there Is a more general 
acceptance of the fact of Israel than ever 
before. It Is that fact which is much more 
important th3n a town here, a strategic 
position there. It is a fact that may be 
safeguarded— to the extent that any human 
Institution can be protected — by negotiation 
and concession. But It is also a fact that 
can be jeopardized by a refusal to recognize 
that much has changed since 1967. 


The U.S. and the Concorde 


It has been obvious for some time that 
more debate over supersonic airliners was 
Inevitable. The decision some years ago by 
the British and French governments to pro- 
ceed with development of the Concorde 
meant that sooner or later they would ask 
permission to fly the plane in and out of 
American airports on a regular basis. Just 
such a request by British Airways and Air 
France Is now pending before the Federal 
Aviation Administration. The two airlines 
want to start regular service with the Con- 
corde next January across the North Atlantic 
from New York and Washington. These 
requests have reactivated all the old argu- 
ments — about pollution and the misalloca- 
tion of resources on one side, and about 
technological stagnation on the other. But 
the question Is different now than it was 
in 1971 when Congress scuttled the American 
SST. The question now is not whether the 
American government should subsidize con- 
struction of an American supersonic trans- 
port. Instead, it is whether such planes, now 
that they exist, should be permitted to land 
in the United sates. Our view on the former 
question was and Is that the U.S. government 
should not underwrite such airplanes. But 
our view on the latter question is that the 
Concorde should be granted landing rights. 

* * * 

Perhaps the place to begin analysis of this 
quite different situation is with one of the 
principal objections to construction of the 
SST in 1971. At the time there was both a 
fear of, and a lack of knowledge about, the 
Impact of its pollutants-— noise, dirt and 
noxious gases — on the world’s environment. 
Several things have happened to that objec- 
tion in the years since. One of them is a 
substantial Increase in the knowledge avail- 
able. which indicates to us that the Concorde 
is not nearly as great a threat to the en- 
vironment. as the foes of the SST feared a 
commercial supersonic airplane would be. 
This is not to suggest that there are no 
environmental problems with the Concorde. 
It Is noisier than other commercial aircraft 
now being produced. And it will make a 
contribution, albeit smalt to the ozone 
problem. 

As best we can make out from the data 
available, the Concorde makes slightly less 
noise landing than do some of the 707s and 
DC-8s now flying, slightly more noise than 
those planes make taking off and substan- 
tially more noise while on the ground. 
Quite clearly, the Concorde does not meet 
the noise standards the FAA is In the process 
of putting into effect, but neither do many 
other airplanes now flying. The British and 
French argue persuasively that they have 
Invested millions of dollars in the Concorde 
and that It Is unfair to require their aircraft 
to meet standards not in existence when it 
was planned, especially since It does meet 
the standards that then existed. 


The ozone problem, to lump under one 
phrase all the stratosphere problems, is far 
more complex. On this the data indicates 
that a fleet of 30 or so supersonic transports 
would produce no detectable changes. Larger 
fleets would. But it would take a very large 
fleet to create the changes already threat- 
ened by continued use at present levels of 
aerosol cans. In the long run. If more travel 
— military as well as civilian — is to be at 
such heights above the earth, substantial 
changes in jet engines will he required. In. 
the short run, with the fleet or ConcoTdes 
now planned, the dangers seem so small as to 
he almost nonexistent. In any event, the 
same dangers will arise If the Concordes are 
flown anywhere, whether or not they land 
in the United States. 

* * * 

These factors, together with the need for 
cooperation between governments, lead us to 
the conclusion that the FAA should certify 
the Concorde for landing in the numbers 
now requested— up to four flights a day at 
Kennedy and two a day at Dulles. Weighing 
In heavily on the Concorde's side Is the im- 
pact on international relations, particularly 
in the arrangements for aviation, that a 
denial of permission to land would have. The 
British and French governments are com- 
mitted heavily to this project. An American 
refusal to accept a plane that meets inter- 
nationally agreed upon standards could well 
throw the whole structure of international 
travel into disarray. 

* * * 

The remaining question about the Con- 
corde is: Who needs it? There Is. without 
doubt, substance in the argument that the 
advent of the Concorde is a step in travel 
that Is totally unnecessary. For most people 
who cross the Atlantic, the time savings 
(3 1/2 hours vs. 7 hours) will not he worth 
the extra cost. For A few. mostly business- 
men. it may be. For those who fly Hie 
Pacific, the impact is much greater— 9 hours 
from Los Angeles to Sydney instead of almost 
18. We doubt, however, that the Concorde 
will be a smashing economic success. Its 
initial cost (around $70 million a plane) and 
Its operating costs will keep ticket prices 
very high. That, alone, will restrict the 
number of such planes in use. If supersonic 
travel is to become dominant in future years, 
that domination will have to wait on devel- 
opment of another kind of airplane. Far 
precisely that reason, the FAA should couple 
its certification with a warning that it will 
Impose stricter standards on future certifica- 
tions involving any substantial increase 
beyond the 16 planes now contemplated. By 
writing in warnings of the certification of 
the Concorde, the FAA can put the aviation 
world on notice that any such plane will 
have to meet much more stringent environ- 
mental requirements.

Monnet: The Eternal Optimist 


Yty ASHENGTON. — The news 

™ from Paris is that Jean 
Monnet, the architect of a united 
Europe, is finally retiring from 
his heroic labors, but this can’t 
be true. Monnet never retires, 
even at bedtime. He never quit 
anything in his life and will go 
on preaching and fighting for 
unity until he is finally united 
with the soil of Europe himself. 

Besides, he is only 86. He was 
benched for a while with pneu- 
monia, but he was up and around 
his thatched-roof farmhouse at 
Boujarray outside Paris on 
Thursday morning shouting over 
the telephone that he was work- 
ing on his memoirs and was 
5 dll "optimistic” about the future 
of the human race. 

What he has done is merely 
to announce his “retirement” as 
chairman of the Action Com- 
mittee for a United States of 
Europe, but since he was the 
Action Committee, it is hard to' 
see how he could retire from 
Iiimself. 

An Inspiration 

Monnet Is an inspiration these 
gloomy days. Always his best 
work has been done in times of 
impending disaster. In World 
War L he was here in Wash- 
ington demonstrating that an 
Allied victory depended on the 
pooling of resources and the 
creation of a joint command. 

After that war he was In 
Geneva helping . establish the 
League of Nations, and when 
that failed he was back here 
again pleading with Franklin 
Roosevelt and Harry Hopkins for 
the Lend-Lease program. 

It was Monnet who persuaded 
Roosevelt to launch the mam- 
moth rearmament program that 
turned America into the "arsenal 
of democracy” when others were 
advocating half-way measures. 
He persuaded Churchill to offer 
a Franco-British union and com- 
mon citizenship when the Ger- 
man tanks were moving on Paris, 
and his was the creative mind 
that conceived of the European 
Common Market. 

He sees history as & series of 
ever expanding cooperative units 
— from the family to the village, 
to the nation-state, to the inte- 
gration of states— a long, slow 
process marked by terrible catas- 
trophes which nevertheless often 
led to dramatic advances. 

Thus, In his way of looking 
at the world, there are often 
compensations even through 
disasters— the independence of 
America through war, the aboli- 
tion of slavery in America 
through the Civil War, the re- 
juvenation of the American econ-

Accordingly, it is scarcely sur- 
prising that all the bad news 
from Cambodia and Vietnam.

Each believed In Its 
own superiority and that Us- 
superiority could be maintained 
by force. Each in turn was 
defeated and each failure pro-

No doubt new superpowers 
would arise, be thought, and try

After the Colonels

A TEENS. — Getting the army 
out of politics has been and 
stm is perhaps the most diffi- 
cult interna] problem feced by 
Greece. For seven years the dic- 
tatorship of a military junta 
coddled officers and tried to 
mould them Into a new class 
entitled to special privileges. 
Now, under the democracy re- 
stored last July but still await- 
ing a permanent constitution, 
this favored position has ended. 

By no means all the officers 
have been happy about the 
change. Right after Constantine 
Caramanlis returned from his 
seif-chosen political exSe in Parts, 
a period of great uneasiness set 
in during which there were con- 
tAmrihg threats of military con- 
spiracy. Attica was filled with 
armed adherents of the ousted 
junta. Several times Caramanlis. 
then residing in a hotel suite, 
was secretly conducted to hide- 
outs (Including a yacht) where 
he could sleep under guard. 

A major plot against his dem- 
ocratic regime was uncovered 
Feb. 24, 1975. after two jipjior 
officer* revealed its existence to 
Defense Minister Evangelos Aver- 
off. Averoff, a former foreign 
minister and close friend of 
Caramanlis, is a maw of action 
who stm carries a snub-nosed 
Smith Se Wesson revolver to ids 
trouser pocket. 

39 Arrested 

Defense Ministry investigators 
&Cd security agents quickly roll- 
ed up the conspiracy, arresting 
39 officers, according to Averoff, 
and cashiering 200 others, rang- 
ing in rank from lieutenant to 
general. Parliament swiftly en- 
acted a law accelerating retire- 
ment of suspected plotters, and 
a commission of the ni™ senior 
serving officers, ail lieutenant 
generals, was created to study 
the army's political sentiments. 

Formal inquiry ascertained that 
the conspiracy had three centers: 
Athens, Salonika and Larissa. 
Ramifications of the Larissa plan 
are now entirely known but such 
is not yet the case for the plot's 
other two focal points. The plan 
apparently hoped to have some 
50 unit commanders use their 
troops to neutralize Caramanlis, 
Averoff and the armed forces 
chiefs, either by seizing or killing 
them, then to occupy radio sta- 
tions. announce "success” and 
call for popular support. 

The conspirators encountered 
more opposition than anticipated 
within the officer corps because 
many malcontents were reluctant 
to overthrow the gover n ment In 
the midst of a continuing crisis 
with Turkey. The present stage 
of investigations will shortly end 


and principal conspirators are to 
be arraigned before corats-marti&l 
in a matter of weeks. 

There seems little doubt that 
the February plan was concocted 
by supporters of Dimitrfos Ioan- 
nldis, last of the top bosses of 
the colonels’ junta- and farmer 
head of tbe military police, 
ioamridis. already imprisoned be- 
fore February, had designated 
his agents to tbe conspiracy. 

Other plots have been sniffed 
out bat none on the same scale 
of importance.. Immediately 
prior to Greece’s first free elec- 
tions in years, last November, a 
conspiracy blueprint was un- 
earthed. This, according to Aver- 
off, hoped to kidnap Caramanlis, 
postpone the bal loting and out- 
law the recently reinstated Com- 
munist party. 

‘Cohn’ 

Averoff estimates that approx- 
imately 509 officers have been 
cashiered since the junta fell and 
that same 10 per cent of them 
are in jaiL Another 600 to 800 
have been transferred to other 
posts in order to split up potential 
dissident groups cit diminish the 
influence of uncertain individuals 
previously holding sensitive Jobs. 
There are about 8,000 ground 
forces officers to the Greek mili- 
tary establishment. Virtually all 
the trouble has come from the 
army, not the air force or navy. 

The defense minister expresses 
confidence that- the period of 
unrest, bequeathed by the depart- 
ed junta to its followers in the 
officer corps, has now ended. He - 
says: "Things are now sufficient- 
ly stable so that we have been 
able to terminate that phase. 
You might say the army is again 
calm. 

"Today it is absolutely . ex- 
cluded that there could be a 
coup or any preparation for one. 
That period is finished. A crash- 
ing majority of officers is - op- 
posed to 'such a thought and. 
accepts the present regime. The 
foolish February plan helped a 
great deal to make the officer, 
corps understand the dangers 
such Ideas presented to the na- 
tion” 

Nevertheless, despite growing 
confidence to discipline, the. busi- 
ness of getting the army out of 
politics is incomplete. Numbers 
of officers prematurely retired 
by the junta have been brought 
back to . active service. Special 
Instructional courses are being 
given on the propet role Of the 
military In a civilian -run state. 
It la necessary to persist in such 
re-education to order to remove 
from the memory of a privileged 
group heady recollections of po- 
litical power and personal ad- 
vantage.

This, brief inside mew of the 
start of a Communist-led revolu- 
tionary army was made possible 
when X was captured by guerrillas 
When trying to drive from the 
South Vietnamese border to the 
Cambodian capital on May 7, 
1970. on assignment for tbe St. 
Louis Post-Dispatch. ‘ With two 
colleagues, I was held 40 days 
before being released. 

Our narrow but almost unique 
look at .the other fide of the 
developing civil war showed the 
strengths of the insurgent move- 
ment and tbe weaknesses of tJJS. 
power and. strategy to dealing 
with it. 

To anyone who had the dan- 
gerous opp ortunity to observe the 
other side of the conflict, even 
at its start, the later unfolding 
disaster could come as no sur- 
prise. The constant indiscrimi- 
nate bombing, an estimated 450,- 
000 dead and Wounded civilians, 
to say nothing of military casu- 
alties. and the estimated 4 million 
refugees were, almost inevitable 
results of the short UjS. invasion 
of Cambodia and the subsequent 
proxy war that ended in defeat 
lor the United States as well as 
for its client regime to Phnom 
Penh. 

In the Jungles' 

From our vantage point to the 
jungles of eastern Cambodia to 
the weeks immediately after the 
beginning of the U.S, invasion, 
we could see that the strategy 
of President Nixon and Secretary 
of State Kissinger was accom- 
plishing just the opposite of its 
intended purpose. 

Instead of wiping out the fron- 
tier-area "privileged sanctuaries” 
from which Vietnamese Commu- 
nists Were able to attack South. 
Vietnam, the U-S. invasion spread 
the Communist -led guerrillas 
through most of Cambodia. 

Instead of i cnUdirig the Viet- 
namese Communists from the 
Cambodian, pop ulation, it drove 
them into an alliance as com- 
rades in aims against a common 
enemy— American tanks and 
bombs. It set to motion a Com- 
munist-conti-olled “people's war" 
along the clastic lines of the best 
Chinese and North Vietnamese 
theore ticians . 

Instead Of safeguarding Cam- 
bodian neutrality, an ostensible 
objective of tbe Nixon adminis- 
tration, it. opened the way for 
eventual victory by a greatly ex- 
panded Communist -led Cambodian 
insurgency and tbs transforma- 
tion of neutral Cambodia into a 
Communist State with close ties 
to Peking and Hanoi. •

American bombs and tanks were 
a catalyst Cambodians and Viet- 
namese are traditional enemies, 
but we could see Cambodian 
peasants turning to a friend In 
need to the form of the military 
forces ot the Vietnamese Com- 
munists.'

a new form of colonialism. 

On a strictly military level,

No Match . 

One of our captors, a middle- 
aged. North Vietnamese who hud 
fought toe Japanese and French 
before he took on the Americans, 
told us that even Che B-53&, with 
their thunderous bomb loads, were 
no match, for a guerrilla force 
dispersed across the countryside. 
Taking a long, impersonal view 
of the struggle, this man told 
us that bombs would kill a 
guerrilla fighter here and there, 
but he said most of them would 
survive and their movement would 
carry, on. . 

For the individual, he said, 
fear of the B-52 is part of the 
danger^-* part that can be over- 
come: Crouching forward on his 
hands and feet he rocked back 
and forth to show us how he 
had learned to ride out the 
pounding of the huge raids. He 
said he had been through three 
B-52 raids. 

As for the tanks, he said: 
“The Nixon and Lon Nol and 
Thieu troops just stay on tbe 
xnahz roads; They don't came to 
the small places where we hide. 
Our strategy is not to hold any 
area at all costs but to retreat 
ahd strike where the other side 
is weak.” 

Another of our Vietnamese 
C om munist captors once told us 
about the Vietnamese guerrillas’ 
cooperation with tbe Cambodians. 
■We had observed that the Viet- 
namese always were careful to 
pay Cambodian peasants lor food 
supplies and deferred to Cambo- 
dian customs — for example, by 
taking off their hats when

Central banks needing to bur- 
row from the “last resort" fund 
are not likely to be able to 
promptly repay a short-term bor- 
rowing from the BIS anyway, he 
noted. 

The usefulness of lending to 
creditor cental banks, Mr. Larre 
explained, Is that money bor- 
rowed from the BIS could replace 
to their international reserves 
the money they have tent out to- 
thft fund. A country having 
enough reserves to lend some 
out, he said, might nevertheless 
be rehictaht to see its own 
reserves immediately shrink fay 
.the same amount. 

When statistical reports show 
a country's reserv es falling, 
analysts noted, there Is often an 
unwelcome side-effect of toe 
country's currency turning weak 
to foreign ex c hang e .markets. 

That could prompt -its govern- 
ment to take . restrictive trade 
measures, thus defeating the 
baste. purpose of the “safety net” 
approach.

Inflation Caused Slump , U.S. Economists Say 


NSW YORK, April 23 (AP-DJ).— Fore- 
casters who were caught unawares by a 
swift and severe U.S. recession last au- 
tumn, while they grappled with inflation, 
are concluding that the root cause of the 
Slump was that very inflation. 

Extensive interviews with academic 
econ omi sts, business forecasters, corporate 
executives and other analysts across the 
country indicate that they are still sifting 
the debris of their shattered expectations 
for the answers. That process may go on 
for months or years, but the above con- 
clusion to already evident. 

Although consumer markets barf been 
sluggish since late 1974, most businessmen 
-just didn’t see the recession because they 
were selling to each other," explains David 
Grove, chief economist far International 
Business Machines Carp. “They weren't 
looking at the consumer, they were look- 
ing at all the orders from other producers.” 
With profits holding h* gh orders

• Basically Phony 

■ Economist Charles Reeder of Du Pont 
Co. finds it clear that there was a basic 
phoniness about ft aQ. In. mid- 1974, 
production was booming, prices were climb- 
ing, profits were rising and orders were 
pouring in so fast that Du Font’s plants 
not keep up with tJhpm 

But even then, Mr. Reeder had a nag- 
ging worry that this boom was not real. 
“Our manufacturing divisions kept telling 
me I was wrong,” he recalls. “They were 
flat sold out and scrambling to get raw 
materials.” 

Still, he knew consumer spending had 


been weak, so order strength had to reflect 
inventory building. 

“What we have here,” comments Edwin 
Yea, senior economist and vice-chairman 
of Pittsburgh National Bank, “Is an inven- 
tory recession that has its roots In infla- 
tion.” Like other economists, Mr. Yeo 
thinks of the current slump as a two-stage 
recession: A consumer recession, which 
began late In 1973 as Increasing costs of 
food, fuel and other bastes undermined 
people’s ability to buy, and a business re- 
cession, which started soon after last 
Labor Day. 

As they watched grocery bills, fuel bills, 
tax bills and other budget items climb 
alarmingly, consumers cut spending. Detroit 
then posted price increases averaging $500 
a car last summer, and the consumer re- 
cession deepened as the expensive 1975- 
model autos sat In showrooms. 

Two elements of the inflationary squeeze 
on. consumers had especially d ebi li t a tin g 
effects. One was toe “on tax” Imposed 
by Arab and other oil-exporting states; 
the other - was the hidden income-tax 
increase imposed by toe interaction of 
inflation and toe progressive federal tor 
come- tax system. 

“The tax system treats an Increase in 
money income as an increase to real in- 
come and takes a bigger withholding bite,” 
explains Thomas Juster, a University of 
Michigan economist who studies consumer 
behavior. 

The forces building toward an economic 
bust were strongly reinforced by govern- 
ment policies to 1974, Horrified by the 
eruption of double-digit inflation, officials 
of the Ford administration and the 
Federal Reserve Board derided to risk a 
recession In adopting restrictive fiscal and 


monetary policies to halt the price spiral 

Spurred by fears of shortages, price 
increases for materials and their own 
i n na ti o n-distorted profits and sales figures, 
businessmen kept building up inventories. 
“The inventory accumulation was stupen- 
dous," says Raymond Saulxdested, chief 
White House economist under President 
E ise n hower. “And it was all obscured by 
totally misleading inventory s t atisti cs." 

Indeed, in July, the Commerce Depart- 
ment reported that it had massively under- 
estimated the ptleup of Inventories to 1973 
and early 1874. 

Economic Waffling 

Certainly, there were a lot of m-irtteadTnc 
signals. Government officials were assur- 
ing businessmen as late as mid-October 
that the economy was just “waffling side- 
ways" through a temporary energy-crisis 
“spasm.” Private economists were divided, 
with those predicting recession generally 
saying it would be mild. 

In economic statistics, “we had tots of 
data problems that were puzzling,'’ says 
Geoffrey Moore, vice-president of toe 
National Bureau of Economic Research, a 
private firm. Real gross national product 
was down, but industrial output was 
essentially flat and employment was ris- 
ing through much of 1974, he notes. 

Moreover, inflation turned scone key 
statistics - into misleading Indicators. Mr. 
Moore says “the profits situation was con- 
futing because profits in dollars looked 
very good and kept going up an through 
1974." But, he adds, when profits were 
adjusted for gains to Inventory values be- 
cause of Inflation, “they looked very tick 
indeed." Most businessmen, however, had 
a hard tone thinking recession when their 
earnings statements locked so good.

Fed Acts to Offset Drain on Banking System’s Reserves 

Business Loans Decline in N.Y., Money Growth Quickens

NEW YORK, April 25 (NTO, — 
Business loans continued to de- 
crease and toe money supply 
continued to grow faster in the 
week ended Wednesday, the Fed- 
eral Reserve Bank of New York 
reported yesterday. 

Interest rates over too latest 
banking week fluctuated within a 
narrow range. Most. of the Fed- 
eral Reserve's actions appeared 
aimed at offsetting drains in re- 
serves to the banking system 
caused by a sharp increase to 
Treasury deposits resulting from 
the inflow of .tax payments on 
April 15. 

The banking system seemed a 
trifle more cramped for reserves. 
B orrowin gs from the Federal Re- 
serve averaged $159 million in toe 
week ended Wednesday, up from 
$16 minim, a week earlier. Bor- 
rowed reserves averaged $17 mil- 
lion, down* from free reserves of 


$120 -minim, revised, a week ear- 
lier. It was toe first net borrowed 
figure in five weeks. 

At major New York City banks, 
commercial nwrf industrial loans 
declined $297 million, *>*a airt.h 
drop in the last seven weeks — the 
only increase being last week’s 
$49 million, an unusually small 
increase for a tax payment week. 

Since Jan. 1, commercial and 
Industrial loans at New York 


bahks have dropped almost $3.16 
billion.

U.S. Firms 9 Earnings Plunge 
Steepest Since 9 45 9 Bank Says 


NEW YORK, April 25 (AP).— 
Corporate profits are plunging at 
their steepest rate since World 
War IL First National City Bonk 
said yesterday. 

citibank said a survey of 950 
companies showed that aftertax 
profits during the first quarter 
fell an average 12 per cent from 
the same period a year ago, with 
manufacturing earnings down 
17 per cent. 

Citibank economist Robert 
Lewis said earnings of the sur- 
veyed group have fallen 30 per 
cent since profits reached their 
highs in *r>a third quarter of last 
yfeax. 

only twice since World War n 
have profits fallen more, 
Mr. Lewis said, but In both in- 
stances a 35-per-cent decline oc- 
curred over periods exceeding 
one year. 

The recession and its negative 
impact on demand was the pri- 
mary cause for toe first-quarter 
earnings drop, Mr. Lewis said, 
but another factor was toe end 
of depletion allowances for many 
ofl and gas companies. 

Profits far 20 pdttoleafll com- 
panies fell an average 31 per cent 
to the third quarter from a year 
earlier, toe bank said. 

Among the manufacturing 
companies, profits fell 86 per cent 
for textile firms and 61 per cent 
for automobile firms, while gain-

Mining and quar ryi ng profits 
gained 59 per cent from a year 
ago. but a deficit widened among 
toe airlines.

HOLLYWOOD U.K. 

Bp Alexander Walker. Stein and Day. 481 VV- Illustrated. $15.

INTELLECTUAL appraisals of 
1 movies have long suffered 
from tim«» lag because the »wpma 
is mass entertainment and the 
masses knew It was a major art 
form long before cliques of in- 
tellectuals gave it the label. As 
wuua; entertainment, thin medium 
Is, of necessity, a marriage 
between creativity and commer- 
cialism, a condition that often 
causes complications for purists. 

Alexander Walker, perhaps be- 
cause he was disciplined to write 
for a newspaper in London (the 
Ev ening Standard) and interview 
for television (the British Broad- 
casting Corporation i, neither of 
which is limited to a cult, is 
realistic and knows that movies 
are made for theaters with box 
offices. Consequently, "Holly- 
wood U. K., M the extraordinary 
story of the explosion in British 
films during the 1960s. while not 
intended for the audience that 
lives for the. latest retelling ■ of 
Marilyn Monroe’s sex life, has 
put into pragmatic perspective an 
era of film making that is com- 
parable to the much more widely 
publicized nouvelle vague. 

Consider — as Mr. Walker does 
with Insight, precision and wry 
humor— part of the output of 
that period: “The Angry Silence.” 

“The Loneliness of the Long- 
. Distance Runner." “A Kind of 
Loving.” “Tom Jones," “The 
Sporting Life." “The Servant." 

“The Innocents,” the James Bond 
pictures. “Billy Liar." "Darling.” 

“A Taste of Honey,” the Beatle 
movies. “Alfie.” “The Entertain- 
er." “Georgle Girl." “Morgan." 

Or some of the stars — Richard 
Attenborough, Albert Finney, 

.Tom Courtenay. Alan Bates, Ju- 
lie Christie, Rita Tushingb&m, 

Lynn and Vanessa Redgrave, 

Dirk Bogarde, Richard Harris, 

Rachel Roberts. Michael Caine. 

And directors — Tony Richardson, 

Jack Clayton, Lindsay Anderson. 

Joseph Losey. Karel Reisz, John 
Schlesinger. 

These were movies that captur- 
ed. and perhaps shaped, the spirit 
of “swinging” Britain, in the 
last decade. They ended the 
myth that British stars had to 
talk and look like aristocrats; 
that the cockney was purely for 
comic relief. They were artistic 
and they made money. 

And they worried Hollywood so 
much that it decided it was easier 
to finance than to fight the 
talented Britons. Once Holly- 
wood became Involved — the 
Beatles films were the idea of 
a United Artists’ representative 
in Britain — UJS. movie audiences 
changed. The more candid ap- 
proach to morals and nudity of 
the British films was instrumen- 
tal in easing censorship regula- 
tions in the United States. 

All of this, and'the manner in 
which these movies were made, 

Mr. Walker tells from personal 
knowledge and from interviews 
with directors, stars, producers, 
writers; through reading of gov- 
ernment reports, books on sociol- 
ogy and the critiques of other 
-film writers. He is Interested 
in the personality of the artist 
— or businessman — only insofar 
as it shaped the exciting era in 
film making. Thus, of Mr, Fin- 
ney. In “Saturday Night and 
Sunday Morning” he writes: 

“With bis wary eye. cocky banter, 
short neck and jutting chin, Fin- 
ney possessed the naturalistic vi- 
tality of a working-class en- 
vironment where survival bred 
swift responses and not too much 
ca-e for other people’s feelings.” 

His ability to correlate a movie 
with a nation's life style is il- 


lustrated in his section on "Tom 
•Jones." which he calls “a water- 
shed film,” The release of this 
movie (1963), directed by Mr. 
Richardson and with a script by 
John Osborne, “coincided with 
an accelerating candor in English 
public life, a revision of opinion 
about conventions and taste and 
a tolerance of attitudes once 
thought wayward, not to say 
aberrant, which the successful 
defense of Penguin Books, the 
publishers of the un expurgated 
edition of “Lady Chatter ley's 
Lover”, in October, i960, had 
helped get under way." 

In explaining the decline of 
this outpouring of cinematic art 
after such a short life— it was 
already slipping in the late 
1960s— Mr. Walker brings together 
the dwindling number of theaters, 
many of which preferred the 
splashier Hollywood product, and 
the absence of Hollywood pres- 
sure. which enabled British stars 
and directors to go for long 6pells 
without making a movie. He 
concedes that the British, far all 
their success in that period, did 
not produce a Bergman or An- 
tonioni. His explanation is that 
they showed “consummate crafs- 
manship” in transplanting books, 
plays, rather than “the tempera- 
ment of a true auteur .” 

Indicative of Mr. Walker’s so- 
phisticated humor is his descrip- 
tion of the end of the romance 
between British film and Holly- 
wood money. 

“The British film industry en- 
tered the 1970s not looking nearly 
so bankrupt, on paper, as the 
Hollywood film industry did 
—yet feeling sorrier for itself. 
This is perhaps a characteristic 
of kept women everywhere: They 
resent the sadden impoverishment 
of their benefactor as a personal 
slur on their own worthiness.”

Boston , Golden State Become 
2 of 4 NBA Playoff Finalists 


NEW YORK. April 25 (UP1».— 
Members of the usual support- 
ing cast played leading roles last 
night as toe Boston Celtics and 
Golden State Warriors advanced 
to toe finals of the National 
Basketball Association Eastern 
and Western Conference playoffs. 

George Johnson, toe Warriors' 
backup center who only two 
years ago was playing on the 
San Francisco lots, and Jo Jo 
White, often described by Boston 
general manager Red Auerbach 
as “the Celtics' unsung hero." 
were thrust into toe limelight 
when their twu-ng advanced with 
victories over toe Seattle Super- 
Smiles and Houston Rockets. 

Johnson, who sat on the bench 
behind Cliff Ray all season long, 
aided Rick Barry's 31 points with 
an awesome display of how a 
big man can dominate a game 
when the Warriors beat the 
Sonics. 105-96, to win their bect- 
of-seven series, 4-2. 

Johnson, playing what Barry 
called “toe best game of his 
career," soared 18 points and all 
but shut down Seattle's 7-foot-2 
rookie center. Tom Burieson, who 
had kept the Sonics to conten- 
tion during the series with his 
improved play. The 33 minutes 
logged by Johnson were toe most 
in any one stretch for him this 
season. 

Ironically. It was the man 
Johnson replaced (Ray) who 
told him how to Stop Burleson. 

“Cliff told me to take a step 
back." Johnson said, “so I would 
have a chance to jump Into his 
shot. When I blocked a couple 
of his shots, it got him thinking. 
I also decided to make him work 
on defense — to take away from 
his offense." 

With toe score tied at 31, in 
toe second quarter. Johnson 
worked the strategy to perfection, 
dominating play by grabbing 
eight rebounds, blocking two 
shots and scoring eight points to 
push the Warriors to an eight- 
point halftime bulge. That bal- 
looned to 18 In the third period 
and put the game out of reach. 

White, playing in the shadow 


of John Havllcek and Dave 
Cowens. scored 17 of his game- 
high 29 points in the third period 
as Boston beat the Rockets, 128- 
115. to win tiiat series. 4-1. 

Boston will meet the winner of 
tlie Buffalo- Washington series, 
which concludes tonight in Wash- 
ington: Golden State opens its 
series against Chicago Sunday. 

Despite a lead of five points, 
the Celtics had lapses of non- 
movement in the first half. White, 
who quarterbacks Boston's fast 
break, said the Celtics were wor- 
ried about the Rockets' half court 
press, which upset them Tuesday 
night in Houston. But the press 
never came. 

The Celtics got their fast break 
going in the second half, with 
Paul Silas and Cowens controlling 
the boards and White adeptly 
leading the way. 

“We try not to run many plays, 
just go out and run and Impro- 
vise." White said. “That's when 
we’re at our best." 

The Celts ran off a 20-4 burst 
to put the game under control. 
White, who had only eight points 
before the half, scored six points 
in the spurt and provided most 
of the offense the rest of the 
period. 

All Houston coach Johnny 
Egan could say of the turnaround 
was: 

“White hit a couple, they got 
their running game going and 
good night." 

Havllcek added 28 points and 
Don Nelson 25 for the Celtics. 
Cal Yin Murphy and Rudy Tom- 
janovich led Houston with 27 
points apiece.

HTHE HAGUE, April 25 (mi) . — Yesterday was the 25th snxdvexsary 
-*■ of the Republic of South Molucca- Attended by a smartly 
uniformed honor guard, Fresldent-in-exlle J_A. Mannssma made a 
Speech to 10.000 citizens. A band played the nuHnmo] anthwn as the 
flag was raised. 

All this happened, though. In a hired ban hi the Netherlands, 
12,000 miles from the Moluccas, the storied Spice The 

republic lives only on paper and in the hearts of 32^000 who 
have been waiting for 25 years to go home. 

South Molucca declared Independence in 1050 as the defeated 
Dutch were pulling out of the East Indies, but the victorious Jakarta 
government insisted that this group and Its minion in- 

habitants belonged in the new state of mdone s?* 

The Moluccans are of Melanesian stock and they felt ties 
to a state dominated by Javans Sumatrans, who are Malaysian. 
Among the few Moluccans who had an alternative were 4.800 
who had fought on the Dutch side. They asked to be demobilized in 
the Netherlands. 

Including families, 12,000 of the islanders arrived here ’ 'tem- 
porarily” ta 1950 and 1951. They were settled In camps and most 
of them spent 10 years living in barracks. The community, which 
has almost tripled its numbers, has gradually been dispersed over 
the country. Moluccan famines, however, generally live in clusters 
or in special neighborhoods. 


Homesick 


It was hoped that the group would eventually be repatriated to 
their Indonesian-ruled islands or be Dutch society. 

Instead, they remain alienated, homesick, restive and increasingly 
bitter toward both Jakarta and The Hague. 

They resent the Dutch policy of treating their case as a social 
rather than a political problem and refuse any solution short of a 
free Moluccan state. Particularly the younger generation, many . of 
whom were bom here, have became radicalized. 

The customary April 25 march by Moluccans through The Hague 
was banned this year by city officials after 10 Moluccans were 
arrested In February for plotting to storm Soestdijk Palace and take 
Queen Juliana hostage. The plan was uncovered when two heavily 
armed youths were picked up in a routine traffic check. 

Ironically, it was their loyalty to the House of Orange that 
enabled the islanders to come to the Netherlands. Now. Moluccans 
will be the first persons ever prosecuted here lor conspiracy against 
members of the royal family. 

In • January. Moluccan demonstrators broke into and badly 
damaged the Peace Palace, and on the eve of their independence 


day, The Hague police placed special cordons around government 
bnlldlngs and embassies. 


Embassy Fire " 

The violence, usually Involving youths in guerrilla-style attire, 
started tn 1966 when the Indonesian Embassy was set afire. Xn 
1970, angered fay the Dutch invitation to President Suharto to visit 
the Netherlands, Moluccans mobbed the Ihrinueslaii ambassador’s 
r es id en ce and a Dutch policeman was killed. 

There are now at least two factions representing the Moluccan 
expatriates. One of these, led by “General" LJ. Tamaela. planned 
an independence celebration of its own in Arnhem. The seif- 
promoted Tamaela was a. sergeant major in the Dutch forces. 

But the Moluccan organizations deny that they condone violence 
and blame the Soestdijk plot cm Indonesian provocateurs. 

During colonial days, most Moluccans were converted to the 
Protestant faith, and the offices of the exiled republic share a 
building with the Moluccan Evangelical Church. Families are asked 
to give 80 cents per person per week to finance tha republic's opera- 
tions and President- in- exile Manasama doubles as a Rotterdam 
mathematics teacher. 


Vivid Images - 

Fred Aponno, 36, is the republic’s information officer and also 
vice-president of the largest youth organization. He is recovering 
from injuries received in a 1970 demonstration and still walks with 
a cane. Mr. Aponno is slim, handsome, well-dressed. Brought to the 
Netherlands when he wss 12, he remembers his Island home well — 
perhaps, he thinks, because be is a professional artist and the colore 
and images were vivid to him. He has visited the United Nations 
on behalf of the republic, but without success. ' 

Of the Moluccans in the Netherlands, 70 per cent are stateless 
and cannot travel outside the Benelux countries without visas. Less 
than 10 per cent have Tmimariitn passports, the others are Dutch 
nationals. 

Jakarta has tentatively agreed to let a small number, about 
1000. return to the Moluccan islands and the Hutch will give 
generous resettlement allowances to those who take up the offer. 

The Dutch minister of social welfare returned from a visit to 
Indonesia a few weeks ago with the announcement that the problem 
of the South Moluccans would be solved within a year, but he did 
not enlarge on how this would be accomplished. 

The Dutch press has commented that the abortive plot against 
the royal house has ended , the 25-year era of "soo th i ng " the Moluc- 
cans and that it is ttm* the exiles become reconciled with reality.

William Ed Cox jr„ a research 
associate at the Foundation for 
Research on the Natur: of Man. 
said yesterday he is devising an 


extrasensory perception test for 
the cat. named Pooh. 

The test will be administered 
by a parapsychology student of 
Mr. Cox's, who lives near the cat 
at Wellford, S.C. 

Gave Him Away 

The 2-year-old tomcat arrived 
at the James Daves home in 
Wellford last Thursday. The fam- 
ily last saw him in May. 1974. 
when they gave him away to a 


neighbor in Newnan. Ga., about 
200 miles from Wellford. 

Mrs. Daves said that the family 
gave Pooh away because they 
thought a daughter was allergic 
to cats. Pooh soon vanished from 
his new Georgia home and the 
Daveses moved to South Carolina, 
where Pooh, bom in Long Island, 
had never been. 

Mr. Cox said that the para- 
psychology student will “go over 


and test the cat to make a really 
good judgment of the extent of 
the cat's extrasensory capacity, If 
it can be done." 

Mr. Cox said that the test will 
probably consist of a variation of 
those done in laboratory situa- 
tions. most of which involve a 
maze.
